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March  Mailing  Planned 
For  Annual  Opening 
Of  Alumni  Fund  Appeal 

The  second  annual  Alumni  Fund 
Appeal  will  get  underway  early 
next  month  with  a  mailing  to 
remind  all  alumni  of  their  un¬ 
doubted  good  intentions. 

Fr.  John  Lefko,  chairman  of 
the  St.  Joseph’s  College  Founda¬ 
tion,  will  again  serve  as  director 
of  the  Appeal. 

“We  were  well  pleased  last 
year  with  the  results  of  our  first 
attempt,”  says  Fr.  Lefko.  “A 
total  of  23  per  cent  of  our  alumni 
participated,  giving  more  than 
$14,000.  We  feel  sure  that  the 
same  733  men  will  support  the 
cause  again  this  year — but  we 
are  also  anxious  to  bring  the 
other  77  per  cent  into  the  fold.” 

In  pointing  out  the  need  for 
participation  of  all  alumni,  on  no 
matter  what  scale,  Fr.  Lefko  uses 
a  quotation  from  Charles  W. 
Eliot,  who  was  president  emeritus 
of  Harvard  at  the  time:  “It  is, 
of  course,  largely  by  the  extent 
of  the  support  accorded  to  a 
college  by  its  own  graduates  that 
the  world  judges  of  the  right  of 
that  college  to  seek  cooperation 
of  others  in  planning  for  the 
future.  An  institution  that  can¬ 
not  rally  to  its  financial  assist¬ 
ance  the  men  who  have  taken  its 
degrees  and  whose  diploma  is 
their  passport  into  the  world,  is 
in  a  poor  position  to  ask  assist¬ 
ance  from  any  others.  It  is  not 
merely  what  the  alumni  give; 
it  is  the  fact  that  they  do  give 
that  is  of  supreme  importance.” 

And,  more  recently,  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Council  for  Financial 
Aid  to  Education  wrote:  “  .  .  .  .

enrolled  on  sort  of  a  part-time  basis  at  the  University  of 
Louisville  in  July  ’44,  and  just  barely  finished  two  trimesters 
when  my  (draft)  turn  came,  in  March  ’45.  After  my  Army 
time  teas  completed,  I  enrolled  in  the  first  available  class  at 
the  Kentucky  School  of  Embalming,  in  Feb.  ’47,  as  my  father 
(owner  of  the  Barrett  Funeral  Home)  had  been  ill  for  some 
time,  and  it  was  expedient  that  I  complete  the  required  work 
to  obtain  my  Funeral  Director  and  Embalmer  licenses  as 
soon  as  possible. 

I  finished  at  the  School  the  following  November,  but 
because  of  a  technicality  regarding  my  apprenticeship  regis¬ 
tration,  it  was  another  two  years  before  1  was  alloived  to 
take  examinations  for  licenses.

Electric  “Corporate  Alumnus  Pro¬ 
gram”  will  now  permit  non-gradu¬ 
ate  alumni  of  colleges  to  be 
matched  dollar-for-dollar  in  their 
giving,  according  to  information 
recently  received  from  the  com¬ 
pany.

Road  Losses  Drop  St.  Joseph’s 
From  First  to  Fourth  Spot  in  ICC 


(By  DICK  BODNEY,  ’58) 

Feb.  13 — The  inability  to  win 
away  from  home  has  caused  St. 
Joseph’s  cage  squad  to  drop  from 
first  place  in  the  Indiana  Col¬ 
legiate  Conference  to  the  number 
four  spot  in  a  little  over  a  month. 

Evansville  (8-2)  is  leading  the 
conference  with  Valparaiso  (7-3) 
second  and  Butler  (5-4)  third. 
Behind  St.  Joe  (4-4)  is  DePauw 
(4-5)  in  fifth  place,  Indiana  State 
(3-5)  in  sixth,  and  Ball  State 
(3-6)  in  the  cellar. 

On  Jan  17,  St.  Joe  traveled  to 
Muncie  to  take  on  Ball  State  and 
absorbed  a  106-67  lacing  at  the 
hands  of  the  Cardinals’  red-hot 
quintet  that  had  an  incredible 
shooting  average  of  .507. 

High  point  man  for  the  Pumas 
was  Sophomore  Greg  Jancich  who 
collected  16  points  on  four  baskets 
and  eight  charity  tosses. 

St.  Joe  returned  home  on  Jan. 
19  and  extended  their  home  win¬ 
ning  streak  to  seven  as  they 
hammered  hapless  Marian  College 
of  Indianapolis  98-63. 

The  outcome  of  the  game  was 
never  in  doubt  as  the  Pumas  piled 
up  an  early  lead  and  kept  increas¬ 
ing  it  until  the  final  gun.  Fresh¬ 
man  Bill  Lewis  was  high  for  St. 
Joe  with  nine  baskets  for  18  points. 

The  “away-game  jinx”  caught 
up  with  the  Pumas  again  on  Feb. 
1,  when  they  fell  before  Indiana 
State  82-70  at  Terre  Haute. 

State’s  big  center,  Sam  Rich¬ 
ardson,  proved  too  much  for  St. 
Joe  as  he  won  the  scoring  honors 
for  the  night  with  24  points. 
Greg  Jancich’s  12  markers  led 
all  Puma  point-getters. 

On  Feb.  3,  St.  Joe  won  their 
first  road  game  of  the  season 
when  they  downed  Marian  Col¬ 
lege  89-67  at  Indianapolis.  The 
Pumas  again  led  all  the  way 
with  Coach  Dale  O’Connell  sub¬ 
stituting  throughout  the  game. 

Dan  Fenker  led  St.  Joe  in 
scoring,  with  15  points  registered 
on  six  field  goals  and  3  free 
throws. 

The  Pumas  made  it  eight  in  a 
row  at  home  the  following  night 
when  they  trampled  St.  Norbert’s 
College  of  West  De  Pere,  Wis., 
89-73  in  one  of  St.  Joe’s  most 
impressive  showings  of  the  cam¬ 
paign. 

After  a  hard-fought  first  half, 
which  found  St.  Joe  leading  by 
the  narrow  margin  of  39-37,  the 
Pumas  cut  loose  with  a  murderous 
barrage  that  wilted  St.  Norbert’s 
defense  and  turned  what  looked 
like  a  tight  game  into  a  rout. 

Freshman  Dan  Rogavich  led 
the  Pumas  in  scoring  with  7  field 
goals  and  9  free  throws  for  23 
points. 

On  Jan.  8,  the  Pumas  traveled 
to  Evansville  to  tackle  the  league¬ 
leading  Evansville  Aces,  and  came 
out  on  the  short  end  of  an  89-70 
score. 

Dan  Rogavich  was  high  for  St. 
Joe  with  27  points. 

Three  nights  later,  the  Pumas 
made  a  return  trip  to  Indianapolis 
and  lost  a  heartbreaking  69-67 
decision  to  Indiana  Central.  Roga¬ 
vich  was  again  the  leading  scorer 
for  St.  Joe  with  18  points.

Had  Excellent  Record  at  St.  Joe 

James  T.  Beane,  ’49,  has  resigned  his  St.  Joseph’s  College  post 
as  baseball  coach,  director  of  intramural  athletics  and  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Physical  Education.  His  resignation  effective  at  the  close 
of  last  semester,  Mr.  Btane  plans  to  enter  the  industrial  field. 

Baseall  coaching  tnis  spring  will  be  done  by  Robert  Jauron,  head 
football  coach.  Fr.  Daniel  Schaefer,  dean  of  men,  will  supervise  the 
intramural  program  for  the  rest  of  this  year,  and  Mr.  Beane’s  Physical 

Education  classes  have  been  di¬ 
vided  among  other  members  of 
the  department. 

Records  at  SJC 

Mr.  Beane  has  been  a  member 
of  the  St.  Joe  faculty  since  the 
fall  of  1951,  and  had  served  as 
baseball  coach  for  four  years.  Ex¬ 
cept  for  the  first  season,  his 
teams  established  excellent  re¬ 
cords  for  themselves,  winning  the 
I.C.C.  championship  in  1954,  and 
second  place  in  both  1953  and 
1955. 

Their  over-all  season  records 
were  12  wins  and  four  losses  in 
1955,  14  wins  and  three  losses  in 
1954,  and  14  wins  and  two  losses 
in  1953.  Totals  for  the  four  years 
were  41  wins,  14  losses  and  one 
tie. 

Mr.  Beane  was  named  I.C.C. 
Coach  of  the  Year  in  1954,  during 
which  season  his  team,  in  win¬ 
ning  the  championship,  also  es¬ 
tablished  seven  new  conference 
records  and  tied  two  others. 
Colorful  Sports  Career 

After  graduation  from  Evans¬ 
ville  Memorial  High  School,  where 
he  played  basketball  on  a  state 
Catholic  parochial  championship 
team,  he  entered  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  in  1940.  At  Collegeville,  as 
Gil  Hodges’  team-mate,  Mr. 
Beane  pitched  one  season  for  the 
varsity  baseball  team. 

Before  his  graduation  from  col¬ 
lege  in  1949,  however,  he  had 
completed  a  tour  of  duty  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy,  where  he  played  ball 
and  was  active  in  the  physical 
education  programs  under  Gene 
Tunney,  and  had  spent  two  years 
in  minor  league  baseball  with 
Brooklyn  Dodgers  farm  clubs.  He 
pitched  for  Danville  in  the  Three- 
Eye  League,  for  Zanesville  in  the 
Ohio  State  League,  for  Abilene 
in  the  West  Texas-New  Mexico 
League,  and  for  Ballanger  in  the 
Longhorn  League. 

After  graduation  at  St.  Joseph’s, 
Mr.  Beane  did  his  graduate  work 
at  Indiana  University,  where  in 
1951  he  won  his  Master’s  degree 
in  Physical  Education  and  Direct¬ 
orate  degree  in  Health  and  Safety. 

Since  joining  the  SJC  faculty, 
he  has  also  assisted  frequently 
with  both  football  and  basketball 
coaching. 

At  present,  Mr.  Beane’s  future 
plans  are  not  entirely  definite.
